BONDS TRIAL LEADS BASEBALL STARS TO COP TO STEROID USE

As baseball players and a former San Fran- 
cisco Giants trainer traipsed into the Barry 
Bonds perjury trial Tuesday, it became in- 
creasingly clear it would not be a good day 
for the national pastime. But it was not a 
particularly bad day for the former Giants 
superstar. 

A day after the soap opera testimony of 
Bonds’ former mistress, Kimberly Bell, the 
federal jury heard from major league base- 
ball’s brotherhood. 

Current and former players such as ex- 
Oakland Athletics All-Star Jason Giambi 
were forced to acknowledge their own ste- 
roid use under oath and reveal the matter- 
of-fact reality of their sport’s steroids era. 
Giambi, now a Colorado Rockies player, 
his brother, Jeremy, and former Giant 


THE SCENE 

The trial, which is expected to last three 
or four weeks, is taking place less than 
two miles from the ballpark where 
Bonds, 46, broke Hank Aaron’s home 
run record in August 2007. Then a star 
with the San Francisco Giants, Bonds 
was indicted three months later. 



Marvin Benard all admitted they received 
performance-enhancing drugs from Bonds’ 
former personal trainer, Greg Anderson, 
including the same designer steroids pros- 
ecutors allege Bonds secured from his child- 
hood friend. 

But those witnesses scarcely mentioned 
Bonds and conveyed no direct knowledge of 
his steroid use. The trial judge, Susan Ills ton, 


warned jurors they could only consider the 
testimony to evaluate how Anderson dealt 
steroids to athletes, not whether the conduct 
of other baseball players in using steroids 
from the trainer demonstrates in any way 
that Bonds likewise used steroids. 

Former Giants trainer Stan Conte tar- 
nished Bonds a bit more than the ballplay- 
ers, recounting a discussion in October 2003, 
shortly after the federal raids on the Balco 
lab, when the slugger came into his office to 
decry the investigation and the government’s 
treatment of Anderson. 

Bonds is on trial in San Francisco federal 
court, facing four charges of perjury and one 
count of obstructing justice for allegedly ly- 
ing to a federal grand jury in December 2003 
about using steroids as he chased baseball’s 
home run records, cnn, reuters contributed

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That’s why they 
call him Fiasco 

You know what doesn't make jilted concertgoers feci better? Excuses 
like, “Well, T guess the language in the advertising wasn't clear.” 

Just ask anyone who paid to see Lupe Fiasco on Saturday at House 
ofRIues. 

Ifcs, the event was, technically billed as “Lupe Fiasco Record 
Release Party” not, explicitly, “Rest Assured: This Ts An Official Lupe 
Fiasco Concert.” However, ads for the event prominently featured 
a photo of the chart-topping Chicago rapper, and the ticket prices 
ranged from S30 to $125. At that price, most Fiasco fans were going 
to assume that the record release party for “L.A.S.E.R.S.” involved a 
legitimate performance from the man behind the recent No. 1 album 
on the Billboard 200. 

T wasn't at Saturday's show, but T certainly can understand the 
frustration over what reportedly took place: Instead of a Lupe Fiasco 
concert, the event featured a DJ, a handful of rappers and then, even- 
tually about 25 minutes of Fiasco (beginning around 1 a.m.), with some 
tracks delivered more as snippets than full songs. 

In response to fan anger that should have been expected, Fiasco 
sent tweets Monday such as, “To be dear to everyone that attended 
the House of Blues Laser release thing in Chicago. It was NEVER 
supposed to be a show ...” and “The promoters didn't stress to the 
public the fact that it was stipposed to just be a party.” 

Fine, I suppose that’s true. But for a rapper who has built his image 
on his own social consciousness, Fiasco clearly had a brain fart in 
looking out for his fans here. 

Most people probably don’t expect a Grammy-winning star to go 
over every detail of every show on his schedule— Fiasco is successful 
enough to have people do that for him. Still, this was Fiasco's first ma- 
jor appearance in his hometown following the release of his biggest— 
and, sorry least effective— album, whose back story frill of conflict 
with Atlantic Records, only made people pay more attention. 

If attendees know that Lupe Fiasco is on the bill, they expect a 
Lupe Fiasco show And that doesn’t mean less than a half-hour of 
songs he apparently doesn’t feel like finishing. 

So, who’s to blame? Clearly Fiasco’s camp as well as House of Blues, 
which should have known from the start that this “Record Release 
Party” would mislead people. (Worth noting: I louse of Blues/Live 
Nation did not produce the show itself For the event, the venue was 
rented out to outside promoters, who did not respond to my requests 
for comment.) 

Next time, I suppose, fans will be cautious if an event is billed as 
something other than a concert, such as “Lupe Fiasco Promotional 
Shindig” or “Kick/Push Singer On-Stage Hullabaloo.” 

A final word to the wise for Lupe: Nobody cares that you were driv- 
ing six hours to make the show They care that you were expected to 
kill it on stage, and you barely showed up.

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ENGLEWOOD SHOOTING, BUS CRASH 
LEAVE 11 INJURED-AND NONE DEAD

Just a few inches separated life and death for 
Mahogany Myers on Tuesday morning. 

Myers, 27, was pulling out of the parking lot 
at her favorite breakfast spot in Englewood 
when she heard gunfire and ducked. Seconds 
later, a bullet shattered the driver’s side window 
of her blue Ford Mustang, raining glass on her 
back and head. 

‘At first I thought I was going to die,” said 
Myers, who crawled several feet to the restau- 
rant’s door and took cover in the entryway as 
the gunfire continued. 

Witnesses said the chaotic scene unfolded 
on the 7400 block of South Vincennes Avenue 
about 9:30 a.m. as a gunman sprayed a hail of 
bullets, hitting at least four cars, sending res- 
taurant patrons scrambling for cover and pierc- 
ing the sense of safety and routine on the busy 
South Side street. 

A Dodge Intrepid speeding from the shoot- 
ing ran a red light and crashed into a CTAbus at 
West 75th Street, forcing the bus across the in- 
tersection and into a vacant lot, where it flipped 
a bench and toppled a light pole before coming 
to a stop against another car, according to wit- 
nesses and police. 

No one was shot, but as many as 11 people— 
most of them on the bus— were injured in the 
crash and taken to hospitals, though none had 
life-threatening injuries, authorities said. 

Several witnesses said the Intrepid appeared 
to be the target of the shooting, but police 
spokeswoman Lt. Maureen Biggane said in- 
vestigators were not sure if the car’s occupants 
were involved in the incident. 

Albert Perkins, head cook at Ryan Anthony’s 
Restaurant & Catering on the block, said the 
dispute appeared to begin outside the restau- 
rant as an argument between people in the In- 
trepid and a red SUV 

Two men jumped from the SUV and began 
walking down the block, one of them firing a 
gun and appearing to aim at the Intrepid, Per- 
kins said. 

“These young guys stepped out with AK-47S 
or Uzis or something and shot up the whole 
block,” Perkins said. “Once they got done, they 
ran back to the truck.” 

About 20 patrons inside the restaurant dived 
to the floor at the sound of gunfire. Chester L. 
McLaurin, a bishop at Emmanuel Bible Center

United Church of God in Christ, was sitting at 
a table nicknamed ‘Amen Corner” because he 
and several other pastors eat breakfast there 
every morning. 

“Everybody was in hysterics pretty much,” 
McLaurin said a few hours later as he sat at the 
same table and nursed a cup of coffee while 
officers finished examining his Toyota Avalon 
parked outside, its rear windshield shattered 
by gunfire. “We didn’t know what the heck was 
going on.” 

An employee at a currency exchange at 75th 
and Vincennes heard the shots, then saw the 
Intrepid speed through the intersection, slam- 
ming into the bus near its front door. 

“I mean, it was really going fast,” said the em- 
ployee, who identified himself only as Marc. “It 
hit that bus so hard, the guy didn’t even apply 
the brakes.” 

A Fire Department spokesman said 11 people 
were taken to hospitals. Among them were 
three occupants of the Intrepid, police said. 

No arrests had been made as of Tuesday eve- 
ning, police said. 

Hours after the shooting, as police inspected 
the cars struck by bullets, an officer looked at 
Myers in astonishment when he saw the bullet 
hole in the top of her driver’s door. Myers had 
dropped off her 3-year-old daughter at a nearby 
preschool shortly before the shooting. 

‘Are you going to church on Sunday?” the 
officer asked Myers. “Because you know there 
was an angel looking over your shoulder.”

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Community area's 
homicide tally 
among the worst

Greater Grand Crossing, 
the community area where 
Tuesday’s shooting oc- 
curred, has recorded five 
homicides so far this year, 
which puts it among the 
community areas with the most homicides in 2011, a Red- 
Eye analysis of preliminary police data found. 

Tuesday’s shooting, which saw 11 people wounded— but 
none fatally occurred near West 75th Street and South 
Vincennes Avenue — according to the Tribune. 

Greater Grand Crossing has seen two fatal homicides 
near 75th Street in the past week, RedEye data shows. On 
Saturday a 3 8 -year-old man was found shot to death in the 
7500 block of South Calumet Avenue, police said. 

Three days earlier, a 21-year-old man was shot to death 
in the 1000 block of East 75th Street, according to offi- 
cials. 

Greater Grand Crossing saw 15 homicides last year, 
mostly fatal shootings, according to RedEye data. No 
more than five homicides have been recorded in any com- 
munity area this year, as of Tuesday afternoon. Greater 
Grand Crossing, Austin, Humboldt Park and Woodlawn 
each have recorded five homicides.

Emanuel 
won’t wait 
on top 
cop issue

Mayor-elect Rahm Emanuel is talking to his 
own candidates for Chicago police superin- 
tendent while he awaits the results of a formal 
search committee. 

Emanuel declined to name names Tuesday 
but sources said his list includes at least two 
top officials inside the Chicago Police De- 
partment as well as a few chiefs from outside. 
He plans to encourage them to submit ap- 
plications to the Police Board by its April 11 
deadline. 

“I can’t talk about any discussions, as Eve 
said in the past, if for no other simple rea- 
son that you can’t have an honest conversa- 
tion with people that you’re interviewing,” 
Emanuel said Tuesday as he announced a new 
transition committee in advance of his May 16 
swearing-in. 

Emanuel said he will not circumvent the 
Police Board search, which is required by city 
ordinance, but he also won’t “stand passively 
waiting” for it to recommend three candi- 
dates because he wants the superintendent 
lined up when he takes office. 

“I await the report ... but that doesn’t mean 
I just sit still, idly by, and wait,” Emanuel said. 
“I have some thoughts, some interest, and I 
will continue to pursue those.” 

Emanuel is looking for a superintendent 
who shares his philosophy that the “beat of- 
ficer is the backbone of the police depart- 
ment.” He wants a cop with street experience, 
preferably in Chicago, and a leader who will 
streamline the department’s bureaucracy 

Philadelphia Police Commissioner Charles 
Ramsey has “all the skills and qualities” he’s 
looking for in a superintendent, Emanuel pre- 
viously said. Ramsey a former Washington, 
D.C., police chief who spent most of his ca- 
reer in Chicago, has been a contender for the 
Chicago job multiple times. 

In addition to Ramsey sources said Eman- 
uel is looking at St. Louis police Chief Dan 
Isom, who doesn’t have Chicago experience 
but rose through the ranks in St. Louis and 
received a doctorate in criminology there. 

The local candidates on Emanuel’s list in- 
clude Eugene Williams, chief of patrol; A 1 
Wysinger, deputy chief of detectives; and 
Michael Shields, a former deputy superinten- 
dent who is head of security for Chicago Pub- 
lic Schools, the sources said.

Sally Katona-King’s 
friends found 

tragic irony in her 
death: A woman 
who dedicated her 
life to helping the 
disadvantaged and 
downtrodden died 
because someone 
coveted an expensive cell phone. 

Katona-King died Tuesday, a day after a 
robber shoved her down a flight of “E’ sta- 
tion stairs as he fled with an iPhone stolen 
from another commuter. 

“She would be the first person to reach 
into her purse and give anybody money 
if they asked,” said Katona-King’s friend 
Bill Masterson. “She was so generous with 
anybody She had real empathy for the dis- 
advantaged in our society, and she really 
devoted a lot of her life to that.” 

A woman on the Fullerton Red Line 
platform was using her iPhone during 


rush hour Monday afternoon when a man 
snatched it and fled, authorities said. As he 
escaped, the man knocked over Katona- 
King, who was on her way home from her 
church receptionist’s job. 

Katona-King, 68, died at Advocate Il- 
linois Masonic Medical Center, where she 
had been rushed Monday police spokes- 
man Daryl Baety said. The suspect— who 
was at large Tuesday night— was last seen 
heading east on Fullerton Avenue. 

Officials said they believe Katona-King 
suffered a cerebral hemorrhage. An autop- 
sy is scheduled for Wednesday 

“To die over an iPhone? It’s senseless,” her 
son, David King, told reporters Tuesday eve- 
ning in the family’s Northwest Side home. 

The crime reflects a growing trend in- 
volving smart phone thefts in the city The 
problem, however, reaches far beyond the 
Chicago area, authorities said. 

“It’s a worldwide problem where iPhones 
are being taken, resold to fences, which are 
then resold for a higher price,” Belmont 


THE SUSPECT 

Police officers returned to the “L” stop 
Tuesday afternoon, passing out fliers and 
asking commuters if they had seen any- 
thing. Authorities released only a vague 
physical description of the suspect but 
said he wore a black jacket with the let- 
ters “WS” on the back. Police said they 
would check area video surveillance for 
any images of the robber.

Area detective Cmdr. Gary Yamashiroya 
said. “It’s something that police depart- 
ments across the country are trying to find 
solutions to.” 

Katona-King’s children said the iPhone 
owner victimized in the strong-arm rob- 
bery came to the hospital to check on her. 

“She’s a wonderful person,” King said. 
“She felt responsible. It is not her fault.” 

Katona-King’s second husband himself 
was murdered nearly 40 years ago, the 
family said.

After months of sour relations between embat- 
tled Northwestern University journalism pro- 
fessor David Protess and school administrators, 
the teacher has announced he is forming a new 
nonprofit project on wrongful convictions inde- 
pendent of any university 

Protess, whose students made national 
news with more than 10 exonerations before 
a recent case stirred a continuing controversy, 
said Monday night he will be on leave from the 
university for the spring quarter, which started 
Monday. 

University officials previously said Protess 
would not teach his investigative reporting class 
as students had expected. In a statement, North- 
western spokesman Alan Cubbage said Protess 
would have “no faculty responsibilities” for the 
spring quarter. Nor will Protess direct the Medill 
Innocence Project, which he founded. The inves- 
tigative reporting class and Protess’ Innocence 
Project duties will be taken over by professor 
Alec Klein, Cubbage said. 

Protess said that next month he will hold an 
event to launch The Chicago Innocence Project, 
a nonprofit organization that will continue the 
type of investigative work done by the North- 
western project.

Abortion ad targets 
black community

A group sponsoring an anti-abortion 
advertising campaign that sparked com- 
plaints in New York City has unveiled a 
billboard in Chicago targeting the black 
community— and it’s already igniting con- 
troversy 

The billboard shows a picture of Presi- 
dent Obama and reads: “Every 21 minutes, 
our next possible leader is aborted.” It is 
one of 30 billboards that a Texas-based 
anti-abortion group called Life Always 


plans to place in the Chicago area. 

Life Always said on its website that the 
billboard, erected at 58th and State Streets 
in the predominantly black Grand Cross- 
ing neighborhood, is part of a campaign to 
“encourage reflection on the dispropor- 
tionate number of abortions among Afri- 
can Americans.” 

The Chicago Abortion Fund denounced 
the billboard Tuesday 

“The ongoing anti-choice movement 
to target women of color in cities across 


the country is both despicable and deplor- 
able,” the group said in a statement. “Not 
only is the ad attempting to shame black 
women, but placing a picture of President 
Obama alongside the message is cynical 
and misleading.” 

According to the New York Daily News, 
a billboard by the same group was recently 
taken down in New York’s S0H0 neighbor- 
hood after protests. It read: “The most 
dangerous place for African Americans is 
in the womb.”

actions became a debate over 
what constitutes sex discrim- 
ination in today’s workplace. 

The men and women in 
the black robes seemed to see 
the matter quite differently 
For the first time in its 
history, the high court has 
three women on the bench, 
and Justices Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg, Sonia Sotomayor 
and Elena Kagan asserted 
that a corporate policy of letting store managers de- 
cide on promotions could result in discrimination 
against women. The statistics strongly suggest that is 
what occurred, they said. 

But led by Justices Anthony M. Kennedy and Anto- 
nin Scalia, most of the six men on the court questioned 
how Wal-Mart can be held liable for illegal sex bias, 
since its 3,400 store managers across the nation decide 
on who gets promoted and who receives pay raises. 

“It’s not clear to me: What’s the unlawful policy 
that Wal-Mart has adopted?” Kennedy asked, since 
the company’s written policy calls for equal treatment 
without regard to race or sex. 

A lawyer representing the female plaintiffs argued 
Wal-Mart has a “corporate culture” that teaches most- 
ly male supervisors that women are less aggressive than 
men and therefore are less suited to being managers.

3121.” The suit also cited that plumb- 
ing “for water transfer for beauty sa- 
lon chairs” was added. 

Boozer’s attorneys eventually 
dismissed the suit and Boozer said 
he signed an agreement not to talk 
about specifics.

How to get into the 
hottest restaurant 
in the country

The opening of Next, the time-traveling, tickets- 
only restaurant from Alinea’s Grant Achatz and 
Nick Kokonas, has stirred up so much interest that 
even describing it as epic seems like a gross under- 
statement. 

Backstory, in a nutshell: Every three months, the 
restaurant will reboot to serve a menu inspired by 
a different time and place. The New York Times 
Magazine this week called Next “the most hotly 
anticipated restaurant in the country,” and epi 
curious.com named it the top restaurant of 2010 — 
though it hadn’t even opened yet. Reading about 
Achatz’s battle with tongue cancer and the duo’s 
road to opening their immensely successful (and 
three-Michelin-starred) Lincoln Park restaurant, 
Alinea, in their book “Life, on the Line” has only 
fueled the public’s interest in the project. 

Paris in 1906 and the recipes of Lrench chef 
Auguste Escoffier provide the much-talked-about 
inspiration for Next’s first menu. “It’s our inter- 
pretation of that,” Kokonas said. “No one alive 
here has ever eaten food in Paris in 1906.” Grant 
Achatz announced via Twitter on Tuesday that an 
April 6 opening looks likely, with The Aviary cock- 
tail lounge to follow In the meantime, everyone 
has questions about how ticket sales will go down. 
We called up Kokonas to hear more about the pro- 
cess. ‘At this point we’re load testing the software 
right now,” he said. “We’ve got a company that’s 
beating it up and trying to break it, essentially” 


IF YOU HAVEN’T SIGNED UP YET, 
NOW’S YOUR LAST CHANCE 
When plans for Next and The Aviary 
were announced in May, fans could 
click on a link on nextrestaurant.com 
and provide an e-mail address to be 
notified when tickets become avail- 
able. The list was at more than 22,000 
at Kokonas’ last check and grows by 
a few dozen to a few hundred entries 
daily. That “Notify me” link will be go- 
ing away very soon, “at the end of this 
week sometime,” Kokonas said. 


TICKET NOTIFICATIONS WILL GO OUT SOON 

Though we don’t know exactly when tickets will be sold, 
Kokonas has made it clear exactly how they’ll be sold. Staff, 
family and investors will get first crack. Then, an e-mail 
will be sent to the first 500 addresses on the mailing list, 
in the order they were added. Blasts will continue to 
another 500 addresses every hour before the ticket- 
ing site goes public. Kokonas estimates they’ll offer 
about 7,500 tickets for the 12-week run of the 
Paris 1906 menu, so easy math tells us they’ll 
likely sell out fast. Tickets for the next 12-week 
menu won’t be released until a later date. 


YOU WON’T BE ABLE TO FORWARD 
TO A FRIEND 

Those on the e-mail list will receive a link to buy 
tickets as well as a unique user ID and password 
that can be used to make one reservation. 

DON’T PLAN FOR A BIG GROUP 

Only tables of two and four are available, plus a six-per- 
son kitchen table that will feature a 14-course version of 
the Paris 1906 menu for $150 per person. “We’ve got some 
really cool service pieces that are antiques for that table that 
we’re going to bring out and surprise people with,” Kokonas 
said. “The menu there is insane ... and it’s once a night.”

THERE MAY BE OTHER WAYS TO GET IN 


“We’ll probably allow a couple walk-ins once we’re up to full speed,” 
Kokonas said. If you’re drinking at The Aviary next door, there’s the 
chance you could get lucky and score the occasional late-night 
impromptu dinner at Next. “The kitchen will have the op- 
tion on the back-end that, if they have the energy 
and capacity foodwise, to say to the Aviary 
staff, ‘Hey, we can do two more tables 
at 10 o’ clock tonight.’ ” It’s also pos- 
sible that they’ll use the restaurant’s 
Twitter feed (@nextrestaurant) 
to get the word out about 
walk-in opportunities.
